TWO POSTHUMOUS OPERAS.

- tadiertocd
Moznrt und W eber.

T'here is something so remarkablo (says the
Pall Mall Gaeelte) in the fact that an ope-
teita by Weber and an opera by Mozart
should both have remained untouched by onr
managets until the present day, thut the firs
question one feels inclined to ask rospecting
them is, not what they are, but where they
came from: for not one piece either from

bt Hossan, or from L'Oca del Cairo, had
ever, we believe, been publicly performed in
England until last month, at Drury Lane,
There is this important difference belween
the two productions as they now stand—one
is Weber's work, almost as Waber left it
while tho othey, though every number it con-
tains is from the hand of Mozart, is neverthe-
less n pasticcio in which some of the music
was nol written for the words to whioch it now
finds itself joined. Abu Haszon dates from
the year 1310, when its composer was in his

twenty-fifth year, It ean scaveely, however,
be looked upon as a work of his early
vouth, since Weber, with the precocity

whicl has distinguished Bo many grent musi-
cians, begun to write for the stage at the age
of fourteen. Thus he had already had some.
thing like tén years' experience as a dramatie
composer when he produced Alw Hassan at
the Danustindt Theatre, This charming little
opera (of about the sane dimensions as re-
etosr) would have sufficed to muke Weber
celebrated had he never compossd Ler IFrei-
gchutz, the fame of which soon eclipsed that
of all that he had previously given to the
world. Nor can Abu Hassan be placed on an
equality with Obereon, But it muy fairly have
a place assigned to it between [lreciosa and
Euryantie, ynd, thanks to the superior inte-
rest of the libretto, is much more likely to
become popular than the latler work, to
which the pickname of “‘Eanuyante,” be-
stowed upon it by the irreverent smateurs of
Vienna, is not altogether inappropriate, |
The story of Aboun Hassan, in the **Arabian
Nights,” 15 well eneugh known, and nothing
can be simpler. Hassan and Fatina, husband
and wife, are suffering from that “‘acoursed |
want of pence’ which troubles not **public
men” alone, Neithor the Caliph nor Zobaide |
the Caliph's wife, will do anght to assist
them; but Fatima thinks that if she pretended |
that Ler husband was dead the Caliph's re- |
gard for HMussan would wmake him give her a
good sum for funeral expenses, and that if
Hassan applied the scheme conversely he
would be sure to get a bandsome trifle from |
Zobaide with which to bury Fatima. "The
attentions peid to Fatima by Omar serve to
compliente and strengthen the intrigue, |
which is briskly carried on to the very end of
the little piece. The German librettist has |
followed the incidents of the Arabian story
closely enovgh, and has retained all the origi- |
nal characters with or without changes of
name. The German book was trauslated and |
adapted to the French stage eleven years
ago by MM. Nuitter and Beaumont, and was
srodticed with much snccess on the 11th of
klny, 1850f at the Theatre Iyrigue. The
I'rench book bas now been translated into
Ttalian by Signor Marchesi, the Signor Mar- |
chesi’s Italian translation bas been done into |
admirable English verse by M. du Terreanx, |
whose version, woreover, torms a good act-
ing piece, pleasant to  read, and
capable, as it now stands, of Dbaing
sung to the original music. Most- operatic
trapslators seem shackled by their attempts
{wkon they make -them) to observe the
rhythm of the musical pieces; but to such a
master of metre a8 M. da Terreaux, the
music, instead of being a hindrance, has evi-
dently been a help. The three principal parts
in the opera are those of “‘Hassan,” “*Omar,”
the groom of the chamber, and *‘Fatima,”
“‘Hassan's” wife; which at the Theatrs Ly-
rique were nlayed by M. Wartel, M. Meilket,
and Mlle. Darvimmon. At Drury Lane, ‘‘ilas- |
gan,” the tenor part, is assigned to Mme, |
Trebelli Betlini, and transpositions and
changes have, of course, been made in
the music to suit it to the contralto voice, |
This is to be regretted: but «it is at least
some consolation to hear the music
sung as Mwme. Trebelli-Bettini sings it. It |
gains fresh beauty from her perfect execu-
tion, which was never more remarkable than |
in her delivery of “Hassan’s” melodions solo
“Daro una festa amena,” Mme., Monbells
sang her music very brilliantly throughout,
The thixd pavt, that of the groow of the
ehamber, wus sustgined very etliciently by
Signor Castelli, who, if he has comparatively
but little to do, at least does that little well, |
One of the hest and most original pieces in
the opera is o chorus of creditors, which in
the effective English version ruas thos:
I'uy, pay, pay.
We heg of yon to settle,
We want to see your wetal,
And capnot walt o duy.

Among tho other numbers may be cited
the already-mentioned solo and duet for
“Hassan' and for “Hassan” and “*Fatima,” a
solo alla poloees for “*Fatima,” and the over-
ture, which Signor Arditi's orchestra executed
with wonderful spirit.

In the Oca del CUaire, which, it appears, is
to be given regularly us a pendant to Weber's
operetia, tho ohief characters are *‘Don Bel-
tramo” (Bigvor Gassier), a sort of Egyptain |
“Don Pasquale;” *“Fabrizio” (S8ignor Gardoni),
the “*nepbew’ of the familiar ploy; and *“Isa-
bella” (Mlle. Pauline Lewitzky), who, loved
by both nephew and uncle, conterts herself,
like ““Norina,"” in the aforesaild Don Pusguale,
with lovirg the nephew alone. *'Oretta,” a
subordinate but not unimportant part, is
olayed by Mme. Binico, while Mr. Charles

yall impersonates “‘a slave,” and gives the
slight character individuality and prominence
b{ his manner of representing it. The story
of the *Goose from Cairo” is as common-
Shca as can be imagined, nar is its ganeral

ullness redeemed by any ingenuity in the
treatment of the details, which are trivial,
and even nonsensical, without being in the
slightest degree diverting. The ‘‘goose”
which gives ils name to tﬁe piece does not
make its appearance until the last scene of all
~—almost at the period when, in the case of
agncoesaful or ﬁlrikingly unsuceessiul works, a
ca'l for “author” is ralsed. It is brought on
by m eunuch, and from its colossal sides
sfneg mnot armed men, a8 from those of
the Trojan horse, Qut a wife and severul
small children, the property of Beltramo,
who bLas been making love to Isabella, his
ward, under the impression that he was a
widower, The mrrival of the wife and chil-
dren, but not their presence inside the gooss,
is explained by the statement that, baving
been shipwrecked, they had fallen into the
powerof the Eml'l' of Cairo, and have ouly
just succeeded in getting liberated. This
stupendous joke fails to raise a langh; but it
does not destroy the impression left by the
music, which, in spite of a supe-abundance
of recitative, makes the “"Oca del Cairo” one
of the most charming little works that can be
beard. Although the opera as it now stands
can gml, be said to belong to Mozart, yet
to Mozart belongs every picce contained in
the seore, sud wmany of them are as foll of
melody s anytbing that the composer of Don
Giogannt and Le Nowo di Figaro has writ-
ten. The diseredit of having produced ths
Jibretto belongs to the Abbg Yatgsco, Const |

After the duet comes a trio, with the same

first melody in the highest or lowest set of |

notes. When the trio is finished a guartette
beging, and then, as before, yon will find
the first melody or subject uppermost or
in the lower part.

Hunting for the melody, when obsoured by

do mnot look for contrasls of
and sbade, for quiet sentimental
eflects, for dramatic power. They have a
character of their own, a healthy vigor and
wanliness, as well as being full to the core of
intelleetnnl strength, They may be com-
pared more fitly to huge sablime rocks than to
sweel violets and the charming forget-me-
nots, Listening attentively to fuwgyues opens
tho vision to a vast field of musical beanty.
He whe imagines the whole interest of music
to consist in a pretly melody or the effect of

chords, knows not the charm of the or-
chestra  with  its  instromentation, its
arts and intrigne of figure, mor

can he fully enjoy any fine composition of
more intricacy than a simple ballad. A good
way to understand Jfugues i8 to hear thom
pe1formed by a first-class quartette of vio-
}ins, but the most practicable way is to hear
and practise the choruses of Handel's ora-
tories.”
